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A Cheerful View of Business. 


The New York Mercantile Journal, says 
the Richmond Enquirer, takes a cheerful 
view of the business prospects of the com- 
ing year. It refers to the number of large 
failures which have lately occurred in the 
large cities, but doe’ not regard them as 
possessing any great importance. They 
are directly traceable to operations in Wall 
street, and were caused by the money 
gambling, which is so prevalent there. A 
monetary stringency in Wall street, 
brought about for the purpose, extened 
its effects into the various ramifications of 
business throughout the country, and for 
the want of the accommodation, which the 
“locked-up” currency of Wall street could 
‘have afforded, many well known mer- 
chants have been brought to grief. Among 
the recent failures, it is to observed, how- 
ever, that the greater number are those 
whose profits were made out of the war, 
and whose business sprung up like a 
mushroom under the tremendous rush 
of activity and flow of money upon 
which our “countrymen” at_ the 
North fed their “patriotic” desires to 
“rally ’round the flag,” and “save the 
Union.” This process, though highly re- 
munerative to the “patriotic” sellers of 
“shoddy,” and the “Union-loving” dealers 
in damaged supplies of all kinds, was, nev- 
ertheless, to.the country at large, a tre- 
mendous depletion of resources and dis- 
placement of values. The present opera- 
tion is a slow but sure and solid re-adjust- 
ment. Some of the princely fortunes 
which arose out of the war, and some of 
the lines of trade hastily built up during 
that period, haye almost as magically melt- 
ed away, “like the baseless fabric of a vis- 
ion.” Connections were formed by one of 
these war merchants of the Newcome fam- 
ily with older and more “solid” houses, and 
these connections. have greatly damayed, 
and, in some cases, ruined the old houses. 
The Newcomes were sure to succumb to 
the first reverses, and their present pros- 
tration only njgans that the first. reverse 
has come upon them. 

Besides this endemic, there has also ex- 
isteda more general cause of depression 
in the business of the country in the large 
amountofthe public debt and the heavy 
taxation imposed ypon the people to sup- 
port it and the extravagant ontilays of the 
government at the’same time. This latter 
has made the pressure tenfold harder to 
bear where business was so enormously 
inflated, and the consequence is now seen 
in these failures. 

But we need go no deeper into our in- 
vestigations after the hidden causes of the 
present depression. Let us look to the 
causes which will bring about a better 
state of things. Attention is turning to 


‘the interior trade of the country, and the 


people are directing their energies to 
agricultural productions. We have already 
more than once of late referred to the flat- 
tering prospects of the cotton crop of the 
South, and we may add now the extremely 
promising condition of the agricultural 
interests of the Northwest, and the en- 
couraging progress of the g-eat lines 
which are to open up the great trade of the 
Pacific, and thence to the East Indies. °

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PostaL TELEGRAPH SYSTEM—- Special 
Report of the Postmaster General tu Con- 
gress.— A special.report from the Postmas- 
ter General to Congress on the important 
subject of a general system of postal tele- 
graphy will he found ip another part ot 
the paper. We understand it will be sub- 
mitted to Congress to-day. Mr. Randall 
takes a broad and comprehensive view 
of thesubject. After reviewing the tele- 
graph system under Gayernment ¢antrol, 
in connection with the post office, in Bel- 
gium and Switzerland, and the measures 
which are now before the British Parlia- 
ment for the establishment of a similar 
system in England, he refers to the efforts 
made here fora like object. He attributes 
the failure of these efforts heretofore to 
the interested advice and action of the tele- 
graph companies and managers. He feels 
confident that the telegraph in connection 
with the post office and under the control 
of Government can be made much more 
serviceable and cheaper to the public. 
He therefore recomends the  pas- 
sage of an act by Congress in- 
corporating a company which shall con- 
struct tre lines along all the postal 
routes of the United States, and which shall 
contract with the Postmaster General to 
deliver messages at a low and fixed rate. 
The rate recommended at present is to 
average about one cent a word for all dis- 
tances not exceeding five hundred miles, 
and five cents for every five words bey 
that distance. These rates are to be de®er- 
mined in the act of Congress; but the Post- 
master General is to have the power of re- 
ducing them whenever the profits exceed 
ten per cent. of the company’s capita), 
which is to be limited to two hundred dol- 
lars a mile. This provision is intended to 
an inflation of the capital. Mr. Randall is 
justly very severe on the Present manage- 
ment of the telegraph, and calls it an inju- 
rious monopoly. He opposes the establish- 
ment of any experimental lines by the 
Goverment, and calls upon Congress to es- 
tablish a general sysfem at once. Whether 
itis better that this important reform be 
carried out through a contract with a com- 
pany, as recommended by Mr. Randall, or 
under the direct management of the Goy- 
ernment itself, is a question to be’consid- 
ered. At all events, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral has seized the bull by the horns in this 
report, and he deserves the gratitude of the 
country for his broad views and prompt 
action.—N. Y. Herald, 7th.

The next question is, “Should the Sena- 
tors and Kepresentatives elect under the 
present Government be admitted?”

The wisdom of 
Congress in prescribing an oath which 
would exclude certain classes of rebels from 
sitting inthe Legislature stands demon- 
strated by the haste those very rebels 
made to abuse the power with which the 
supposed themselves invested, by expel- 
ling from their body thirty or more mem- 
bers on account of their color. This vote 
was as legal as any of their votes, for any 
vote they could have passed would have 
been equally void. But illegalities which 
when merely technical can be overlooked or 
even sanctioned become monst1 ous crimes 
when they are permitted to work the dis- 
franchisement of a race,and the introduc- 
tion of the element of anarchy and vio- 
lence into a State. The rebels of Georgia 
have shown their teeth in an attempt to 
thwart the reconstruction measures of 
Congress, and oppose the final triumph in 
that State of those principles of equal jus- 
tice to all men on which Grant and Colfax 
were elected by an overwhelming majority 
of the American people. The remedy is 
simply to require that the Legislature of 
Georgia shall reorganize, under an order 
of the Military Commander of the District, 
by the admission only of those members 
who can take the oath required by the Re- 
construction laws to be administered to all 
persons elected to take any official part in 
the work of reconstruction. This oath is 
merely that they did not hold office under 
and swear to support the rebellion after 
having first held office under and sworn to 
maintain the Union. It excludes only this 
class. Congress should also require tne 
adoption by the State of such an amend- 
ment to its Constitution as shall set at rest 
forever all question as to the right of the 
colored people to hold and exercise the 
power of any office’ under the State to 
which they may be elected.
